Elba Woman Is Victim Of Rape 


& Robbery 


A young Claxton Avenue woman 
was robbed and raped early Saturday 
morning in her home after an intruder 
held her and her husband at gunpoint, 
tied up the husband with a nightgown of 
his wife's, and demanded some money 
they didn't have. 


Elba police report the couple 
returned home around 12:30 a.m. to 
find the man in their home. He had 
apparently entered a window on the 
south side of the house after pushing an 
outdoor gas cooker against the house to 
stand on, 


The intruder was brandishing a 22 
caliber rifle he had found in the house. 
He had a stocking pulled down over his 
head, but once during the events of the 
night, he reportedly pulled it up off his 
face, The couple reported it was a black 
man, but police have not released any 
more information on the rapist. 


After demanding money, taking the

Elba police, Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department and experts from the state 
crime lab investigated the incident. No 
arrest had been made at press time 
Wednesday.

County Commission Hears 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, June 23, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise, and 
heard Tax Collector Ronnie Burns make 
his annual report on the tax records in 
Coffee County. 

The report is made each year prior to 
making a final settlement with the State 
Revenue Department, and the records 
must be approved by the commission, 
The 1979 records revealed there was 
$330,657.06 in errors made by the tax 
assessor, not including the mistake in 
the rates on car tags. The mistakes 
were cleared up, but Burns reported 
that there is still $40,778.22 in unpaid 
taxes. Notices will be mailed out on 
June 26, and it will then be a 51-day 
waiting period before tax sales will 
begin. 

The meeting began at 10:00 a.m.,. 
and the first order of business was to 
open bids on plant mix to be used in 
resurfacing on County Road 80. Bids 
were received from Wiregrass Con- 
struction--$8,320; S & C Materials-- 
$5,844; and Couch Construction-- 
$5,898. The low bid was accepted. 

A letter from the State Highway 
Director reported the department had 
recently evaluated each District in an 
effort to cutback expenses, and that in a 
local move the Sub-District office would 
be closed on July |. All workers will 
simply transfer to the District office 
near Enterprise. 

Mr. Tom Sizemore headed a large 
delegation from the Scottsdale Heights 
sub-division who came to complain 
about what one woman called a “hog 
farm,’’ Mr. Sizemore stated the hogs 
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cause an odor problem and cause flies to 
gather, and told the commission they 
came to it as ‘‘the last  resort.’’ 

“The County Health Department 
has been aware of the problem for 
years,"’ said Sizemore, ‘but they have 
given us the runaround. The Health 
Department answers that they'll check 
on it and let us know, but nothing gets 
done." 

County Attorney Braxton Rowe told 
the delegation to meet with District 
Attorney Joel Folmar and tell him the 
problem, but added, ‘‘It is a problem for 
the Health Department.”’ 

County Tax Assessor W. T. ‘‘Mack'’ 
McKinney met with the commission to 
discuss a new property tax appraisal 
program, but noted he did not think the 
commission was bound to begin the 
program. McKinney added that he was 
receiving a good response from the 
residents in the county in paying an 
additional amount on car tags. He said 
all car owners who have not paid the 
amount still due on car tags will receive 
due statements on July 1.

***was told the county had received

County Health Dept. Answers Mayor Folsom

Frank Ashe Arson 
To Grand Jury 


Frank Ashe, owner of Frank Ashe 
Ford in Elba, was bound over to the 
Coffee County Grand Jury Friday by 
District Judge Gary McAliley after two 
witnesses testified Ashe had conspired 
to have his automobile business burned. 
Three others charged in the same arson 
case waived their right to a preliminary 
hearing and will go directly to the Grand 

ury. 


George Cake, one of the group 
charged ir the arson case, testified that 
Ashe agreed to pay him to burn the 
business. Cake testified that he and 
Ashe had planned the fire for some 
time, but Ashe had wanted him to wait 
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Case Bound Over 


until he completed a loan. He said he 
was to be paid $10,000, but asked that 
he get two vehicles instead. 


Also testifying was John Hodnet, 
age 24, from Alex City. He said he had 
come to Elba with Cake and had been 
offered money to help with the fire, but 
had refused. He said this offer was 
made several weeks before the fire and 
that the alleged arson had been 
discussed between Ashe and Cake in his 
presence. 


Also charged in the arson are Roger 
Stroud and his wife, Teresa, both of 
Alex City. 
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representatives of the Department in 
Coffee County contacted this newspaper 
and asked for permission to state their 
side of the issue. Below is the 
statement by Richard T, Brown of the 
Coffee County Health Department: 


‘It is mot the policy of this 
department to become involved in 
political nor personality conflicts, how- 
ever when we are accused of being 
neglectful in our job responsibilities on 
the front page-of the Elba Clipper, we 
must take the same means to answer 
these accusations. The Coffee County 
Health Department has not received 
any complaints from Mayor Folsom. 
[I’ve checked our record of complaints, 
talked with office personnel and each 
environmentalist], No one has had any 
conversation with the Mayor. We did 
investigate a complaint we received 
regarding a chicken yard, but no action 
was necessary so none was taken.”’ 


was recaptured within 6 hours, but the 
other is still at large. 


Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
identified the escapees as Thomas 
David Austin, 18, and Ronnie Allen 
Booth, 19, Austin was recaptured in the 
vicinity of the Hideaway Club in Opp, 
with the aid of the Opp Police 
Department, and at the time of his 
escape he lacked only 6 months on 
serving his full 2-year term for grand 
larceny and breaking and entering. If 
convicted of escape, Austin could face 
2-20 years and a fine of $10,000. 


Booth is described as a white male, 
19 years old, 5 feet 11 inches tall, with 
blue eyes and dirty-blonde hair. He was 
last seen wearing tennis shoes, blue 
jeans and a brown shirt. Booth is from 
New Brockton and was serving one year 
and 63 days for grand larceny when he 
escaped from the county jail in 
December, 1979, by jumping through a 
bathroom window. At that time he was 
recaptured at his home in New 
Brockton. On February 4, 1980, he 
escaped a second time when the cell 
door lock malfunctioned. This time he 
was recaptured in a cornfield near New 
Brockton after reportedly following the 
railroad tracks from Elba to his home. 
Both cases of escape are still pending in 
court, and if Booth should be convicted 
on all three counts of escape, he could 
be sentenced to life in prison.

Of Alcohol 
Is Concern 


The high incidence ot 
alcoholism has always been 
an urgent concern of the 
South Central Mental Health 
Board. As early as July,of 
1973, the Board sponsored a 
detoxification program for 
alcoholics from the counties 
of Butler, Coffee, Covington, 
and Crenshaw. This grew 
into the program that is now 
the FIRST STEP Alcoholism 
Treatment Center. The 
facility was located in 
Florala until 1979 at which 
time it was more centrally 
located in Red Level. The 
FIRST STEP Program offers 
assistance to both male and 
female clients and provides a 
follow-up service to former 
clients to assist them in 
reentering the community. 
The FIRST STEP is a 
residential 28-day program. 
The program offers 
medically supervised detoxi- 
fication and then assist the 
person in individual and 
group counseling. The FIRST 
STEP rehabilitation Program 
is based on the principles of 
honesty and individual re- 
sponsibility. The ultimate 
goal is the reinstatement of 
persons into the community 
as once again productive, 
well-adjusted individuals no 
longer dependent upon the 
use of alcohol. 


The facility has just 
undergone complete renova- 
tion, including an addition of 
1300 square feet making the 
FIRST STEP Center an 
attractive, well-designed 
facility for the treatment of 
alcoholism.

Larry and Rex Bradshaw 
have some beautiful corr 
located about half way be 
tween New sSrockton and 
Elba. They have “trrigated 
the corn, and this has been 
expensive. I have not seen 
any finer corn anywhere this 
year. 

It has taken a lot of water 
in the past few weeks to 
make the corn look good. 
The fuel cost of irrigating 
corn has tripled in the past 
two years. This corn looks 
good and may make 100 
bushels per acre or more. 
However, they will have a 
high cost in every bushel 
they produce. 

Congratulations to the 
Bradshaws on this beautiful 
corn, 


CAUTION 

A lot of my peanut-pro- 
ducing friends are dis- 
appointing me. Some of 


them have stopped spraying 
for leafspot disease during 
the dry weather. This is a 
mistake. During the dry 
weather which we are ex-

periencing now, I 
recommend that you con- 


tinue on your 
schedule of spraying. 

We are all hoping for 
plenty of rain in July. 
When it does start, you may 
need to bring your spray 
interval from 14 days down tc 
10 days and even 7 days if it 
is raining every day. 

Late leafspot is a relative- 
ly new disease which is 
different from early leafspot. 
Late leafspot spores will 
reproduce about 100 times 
faster then early leafspot. So 
keeping on a good scheddéle 
and using plenty of water, 
enough pressure and enough 
nozzles is important. 

When you are dealing with 
a crop which has a gross 
value of $600-700 an acre, 
you don’t want to take a 
chance on some production 
practice over which you have 
control.

Dr. Tim Miller, veteri- 
narian in charge of the 
Diagnostic Lab in Elba, antd 


his staff are rendering a 
valuable service to the broil- 
er, swine, and cattle indus- 
tries in this whole area. 
Probaly one of the weak- 
nesses especially in our 
cattle and hog enterprises, is 
a fairly poor disease control 
program. I know this is 
something that Dr. Miller as 
well as the other veteri- 
narians in the county recog- 
nize. 

Cattle and hog producers 
in the midwest do a much 
better job of protecting their 
animals from diseases and 
from internal and external 
parasites than we do. Most of 
the cattle and hog producers 
that I know in this county 
could greatly improve their 
health program. One way to 
do this is to work closely with 
the veterinarians and with 
the Diagnostic Lab personnel 
in Elba. 

This lab is a great facility 
for this entire area, and it is 
located in this county. I 
wonder if our farmers are 
making full use of this 
facility. It is not only a great 
facility, but their services are 
free. You couldn't possibly 
ask for a better deal.

MAINTAINING GRASSED 
WATERWAYS 


Dell Ellis recently had 
constructed two grassed 
waterways to carry terrace 
water to a safe outlet. Three 
years ago Dell had construct- 
ed two other waterways on 
his farm and he was very 
pleased with them. Dell 
realizes the key to a good 
waterway is to get a good 
stand of grass established. 
Because water is concentrat- 
ed in a waterway this is not 
always easy. The heavy 
rains we have had this spring 
have prevented Mr, Ellis 
from getting an adequate 
stand of grass so far, but last 
week he replanted them and 


‘since rains are less intense 


this time of the year, he will 
probably be successful, 
Grassed waterways . do 
demand special attention the 
first year, but once a good 
stand of grass is established 
maintance requires very little 
time. It is important that 
waterways are constructed 
properly, to provide safe 
disposal of rain water. 
Many times farmers and 
landowners construct water- 
ways with farm equipment 
that are too narrow and have 
very little chance of getting 
grass established. The ideal 
waterway should have a flat 
bottom designed to carry the 
velocity and volume of water 
expected during a fairly 
heavy rain. In most cases 
this is between 30 to 75 feet 
wide depending on the num- 


ber of acres flowing into the 
waterway, Soil Conservation 
Technicians will help you 
design and construct a water- 
way to fit your condition, 

Once the waterway is 
constructed and a good stanc 
of grass established, you 
should fertilize it each year 
about corn planting time. 
Farmers sometimes think a 
grassed waterway received 
enough fertilizer from spill- 
overs or from runoff from the 
fields, but this is not enough 
and is usually spotty. You 
need uniform fertilization to 
maintain a strong stand of 
grass over the entire water- 
way, because if there is a 
weak spot in the waterway 
the concentrated water will 
gradually deteriorate the 
grass and form a small wash. 

Another big mistake 
made by farmers in the 
county is using waterways 
for roads. If you need to 
travel over a grassed water- 
way, then avoid driving in 
the bottom. The reason for. 
this is that water concen- 
trates in the bottom and if 
continuous traffic weakens 
the grass, water will form a 
wash which gradually en- 
larges to form gullies. Travel 
on the side slopes of your 
waterways or up on the edge 
of the fields; this will prevent 
washouts in waterways that 
are established. If you would 
like to construct a grassed 
waterway or have a problem 
with one, contact your local 
Soil Conservation Service 
Office at 894-6332.

INTEREST RATES 


Interest rates on housing 
and farm loans made by the 
U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture's Farmers Home 
Administration and crop 
loans made by the Com- 
modity . Credit Corporation 
have been reduced in 
response to the nation’s rural 
credit needs, Secretary of 
Agriculture Bob Bergland 
said today. 

Changes in rates on CCC 
loans become effective im- 
mediately, changes in 
housing loans will be effec- 
tive at the close of business 
June 13 and new rates for 
farm loans will be effective at 
the close of business June 
16. 

The interest rate on all

made by CCC is lowered 
from 13 to 11% percent. 
However, the interest rate on 
CCC farm storage facility 
and drying equipment loans 
will remain at the 13 percent 
rate. 

Interest rates for 
economic emergency loans to 
farmers were lowered to 11 
percent for real estate ang to 
11.5 percent for production 
loans.
